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Commissioners'  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  Grafton  County  : 

Again  we  present  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  county,  our 
annual  report  in  accordance  with  the  New  Hampshire  stat- 
utes, also  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  county 
farm,  Physician,  Chaplain,  Treasurer,  Solicitor,  Sheriff, 
Jailor,  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  Auditors. 

Permanent  improvements  the  past  year  include  the 
finishing  two  store  rooms  and  rooms  in  attic  of  insane 
house,  and  concreting. 

We  have  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  head  of  cows 
and  young  cattle.  Owing  to  the  low  price  of  hay  it  was 
thought  best  to  feed  a  large  share  of  it  another  year.  Our 
opinion  is  that  the  farm  is  under  a  high  state  of  cultivation 
and  hereafter  the  hay  can  be  sold,  and  not  keep  as  much 
stock,  and  still  keep  the  farm  up  to  the  present  state  of 
cultivation. 

The  cost  of  supporting  paupers  off  the  farm  is  less 
than  last  year,  while  the  cost  at  the  farm  shows  an  increase. 
Taken  together  the  expense  is  less  than  last  year. 

In  our  report  last  year  we  predicted  that  the  jail  could 
be  completed,  furnished  and  paid  for  without  issuing  any 
bonds,  as  we  were  authorized  to  do  by  the  county  conven- 
tion. The  jail  has  been  completed  and  paid  for  at  a  cost 
of  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars.  The  county  still  hold 
their  interest  in  the  old  jail.  We  feel  that  it  has  been  for 
the  best  interest  of  the  county  and  the  inmates  that  we 
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have  been  able  to  retain  the  services  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H. 
C.  Phillips,  as  Superintendent  and  Matron,  and  their  able 
assistants,  who  have  done  all  they  consistently  could  to 
make  the  inmates'  lot  as  comfortable  and  happy  as 
possible. 

We  would  at  this  time  acknowledge  our  obligations  to 
the  citizens  of  the  county  for  their  cordial  support  in  the 
improvements  that  have  been  made  at  the  county  farm  for 
the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inmates.

Physician's  Report. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Grafton  County  Commissioners: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  of  the  medical  department 
of  the  Grafton  County  Almshouse. 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  has  been,  for  the 
most  part,  excellent  during  the  past  year.  There  has  been 
no  epidemic  and  most  of  the  sickness  which  I  have  been 
called  upon  to  treat  has  been  only  that  incident  to  the 
aged  and  those  already  broken  in  health  by  previous  ex- 
cess or  deprivation.  The  very  few  deaths  during  the 
year,  the  smallest  in  history  of  institution,  is,  I  believe, 
due,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the  kindness  and  watchfulness 
of  the  superintendent  and  matron  and  their  efficient  corps  of 
assistants  who  always  have  the  best  interest  of  those 
committed  to  their  charge  uppermost  in  mind. 

There  have  been  two  births  during  the  year.
